ANYTHING which bears (or good or for ill upon ihe home-life of a peo- 
]ile is o£ supreme importance to every nation. A close ncqualnianco 
with the inner facts ffl experience among the working and peasant 
clnsBcs over a largo part of the world, has brought an important body of 
Infovmation on this and kindred subjects to the Officers of The Salvation 
Army This article is intended lo present some of the principle conclusions 
Ct which we have arrived concerning the induence of strong drink upon the 
snel-d life o£ the people, as that life is seen in their homes. 
DISSIPATES SUBSTANCE 

First, let it be noticed that alcohol in the home dissipates and wastes 
the substance and material resources ot the family. 

Without giving any adequate return, ii consumes what should be ex- 
pended in neceagltles, especially for the children, the aged, aud the sick. 
Tlie extent to which it establishes ilseii' as a supposed necessity, and tlien 
drives out what la all-Important for the building up ot vigorous phy.sique 
aud tlie preacrvation of health, is mcsi nsionishlng. In limes of scarcity anil 
lick ot employmeiit the children's milk is cut off lonj; hefore tbe parents' beer 
and spirits. The wage-earner will, to hi.s great detriment, forego iinportanl 
food much more willingly than the portion of alcoholic drink. 

The use ot strong drink is also, we find, the principal (oe to thrift ct all 
kimls. Even when early training has induced habits of thrift, and some- 
ihing lias been accumnlaled by heads of 'families in the ilrst years of 
housekeepinei the alcohol habit, once established, invades these reserves 
ou the least eKCuae, and often with ruinous consequences. 
DISSOLVES VIGOR 

Alcohol diaaolves the vigor aud .spii'ii wliicli nuike and keep the home a 
living factor. Nothiug so quickly attacks all that is most altractivc iu home- 
lite as the deeire for strong drink, it 
engeiiders selfishness; il fosters as- 
sociation totally alien and it is 
antagonistic lo home inlluence; it 
leads to a faial lack of inieresl in 
Uie home ou the part both of men 
and women, and induces careless- 
ness in its management.

"Although The Army has long left 
beliin.:- all those minor questions of 
forms and ceremonies which have in 
the past been such a source of conten- 
tion and confusion in the religious 
world ... In the earliest days of the 
Organization, for a period of years an 
e.xperiiiient was tried by the Founder 
in the u-se and ndministration of some 
of these ceremonials. They were, liow- 
ever, found to be a source of disagree- 
ment, and therefore a weakness. Since 
no one would claim that any one, or all 
of these ceremonies were necessary to 
the Salvation of the soul, The Army 
left (hem behind and marched on «ith 
its- worlc." 

So much for the historical position 
iiffectinpf a phase of Army teaching 
and practice which has often been the 
subject of inquiry, and . sometimes 
even of opposition. 

As to the teaching, itself and the 
authority upon which the practice is 
based, the reader is informed that the 
reasons for the non-observanee of the 
Sacraments ore sufficient, and include 
the fact that: 

" 'The Religion of Jesus Christ ie 
.spiritual/ and differs from the Jewish 
system, which consisted Inrgely of 
outward ceremonies. 'The Kingdom 
of God is not meat and drink, but 
]-ighleousne£S, and peace, and joy in 
the Holy Ghost.' (Romans xiv. 17)." 

,A. very careful exposition is given 
of the reasons for the non-observance 
by The Army of either of tile Saern- 
iiionts, and in reference to the one 
usually spoken of as "The Lord's Sup- 
per," concludes with the following 
word.i: 

"The Salvation Army urBe.e the im- 
portance of obeying the commands 
which it under.stands the Saviour to 
have pfiven at Hi.'; Last Supper. That 
is, the Savioui- told Hik followers to 
lemember Hi.'; death particularly in 
connection M'ith their eating nnd 
drinking. This ti'ue Salvationists do— 
by frequent refeience to Calvnry in 
their speaking, sinking, and conversa- 
tion and regularly by their 'Grace' at 
iiieulK, when they a.sk u blessing 'for 
Jc.siiH' sake,' or when they use such 
words as: 
We thank Thee, Lord, fov this our 

food. 
But more bccnu.sc of Jesus' Blood; 
Let manna to nur souls be given, 
The Bread of Life sent down from 
from Heaven. 

"The Saviour said that His followers 
wex'e spiritualty to feed upon Him, 
This true Salvationists de, not by 
meana of outwaid ceiemony, but by 
coming diicct to Josu'? Hhntielf."

"A!l the people gathered themBeives together ns one man into the 
street that was before the water gate." — Nehemiali 8:1. 

AS we read this story in the book of Nehemiah, we discover that 
a large crowd gatliered together in the street, many of them 
hungry for the truth. Conditions in those days wertf much the 
same as they are to-day. The people of Nehemiah's time sought ad- 
vice and help, and before the water gate the book of the law was 
read for their profit. 

When our beloved Founder, the late General William Booth, 
stQod on Mile End Waste, did he declare to the few who became 
associated with him, "We will go away to some little room, and there 
mingle our voices together in song?" Not so, his heart had been 
touched, the pani,'s of sorrow possessed by the degraded and deso- 
late became his, and nev<r once did lie swerve from his great pur- 
pose. He lived to sec myriads of' the down-trodden of earth have 
their feet placed upon the solid Rock, and a new song put into their 
mouths. 

OPEN-AIR.— Let us look again at the eager crowd referred to 
ill the old Dispensation. They were in the Open-air, and Ezra, the 
Scribe, on his raised wooden platform, seized the opportunity during 
the great Feast of tlie Passover to unfold tht scroll containing the 
Law of Moses. The Salvation .\rmy might have still been a small 
mis,<iion hand, secluded, and scarcely known, but through the multi- 
tudes being out on the .streets, particularly in the summer season, 
mighty opportunities have been taken hold of; the man and woman 
without a church have thus been reached, and thousands of such have 
been converted. 

SOLEMN ASSEMBLY. (Nehemiah 8: 18.)— What a weeping 
and confessing of wrong-doing! Tn otir Ar-fliy Holiness Meetings light 
is revealed, tears of contrition shed, and lives are laid on the .'\.ltar for 
service and sacrifice. 

PRAISE MEETING.— This was a time of praise for God's good- 
ness. How the people responded, acknowledging that He was the 
Giver of every blessing! 

SALVATION MEETING.— There had been a breaking of laws 
and God's displeasure v.-as shown, but the Lion of the Tribe of 
Judah would come, and He has since fulfilled His promise. "O hound- 
less Salvation, deep ocean of love," is being sung in scores of lan- 
guages, and guilty ones in every part of the world are made new 
creatures through the precious Blood of Jesus Christ. 

SELF-DENIAL.— They gave yearly the third part of a shekel 
(Nehemiah 10: 32), and thus took part in actuai! self-dental. Salvation- 
ists believe in the tithing sysleiii, and iliiis aysLeinaticaily help Liie 
cause, besides presenting special gifts at various seasons. 

HARVEST THANKSGIVING.— They brought a.s a thank- 
offering of their firstfruits; trees, herbs, flocks, etc. (Nehemiah 10: 
i^). This is the time of the year when Salvationists everywhere join 
in Harvest restival celebrations. 

DEDICATION.— The wall which had been rebuilt was dedicated 
(Nehemiah 12; 27). To-day our children, our buildings, our Candi- 
dates, our Missionaries, and our own lives are dedicated for service. 

LOCAL OFFICERS — Some were appointetl as overseers, and 
some treasurers to take care of the ofTering (Nehemiah 12:44). All 
over the world devoted men and women are appointed in our ranks 
to look after the gifts of the Soldiers and general public. 

BANDS. — At the dedication of the wall there were cymbals, 
harps, trumpets, etc. (Nehemiah 12:27; 35). The Salvation .Army 
.started with crude drums, but musie has so developed until there are 
thousands of Bandsmen in the world to-day. 

SONGSTERS.— Many of those who took p^rt in the solemn as- 
.seinbly were singers (Mehemiah 10:281), Songsters arc organized to 
help in the services of The Army to-day. 

CANDIDATES.— A long list is given of those who volunteered 
to take appointments. Some were to dwell in Jerusalem, the Holy 
City, and others in towns and villages with their chiefs and rulers of 
divisions (Nehemiah 11), Many young people are responding to the 
call for Candidates, but the cry is, more are needed 1 

SOCIAL AGENCIES.— The people were told to send a portion 
unto tlietn for whom nothing was prepared (Nehemiah 8: 10), Think 
of onr world-wide social agencies. 

One is impressed with tho similarity of the methods of that dav 
and thoso used by The Army to-day Just as surely as tlieie were 
(,agcr crowds seeking for light and longing for help, so we have them 
on tvcrv hand to-daj With our methods and the opportuiiit\ which 
i<; ours, shall we not go on until thou-mdi more ?re reached, and 
brought into the ranks of the Redeemed?

The tendency of our time has been along two lines; 
First, to make sin an attractive and interesting thing; 
to put it up in ea.slly accessible form for youth; to take 
away all the burriets and seroens, and recognize it hos- 
liitahly in respectable society. Second, to explain away 
and pllminnte all Individual responsibility for commit- 
ting sin. 

Ho who gels away with i1 is sinarl. clever, daring 
and successful. He who gets Caught In it i.s untortu- 
uale, a victim of circumstances, a creature of cnviron- 
meul. a product of heredity. He is explained sympa- 
thetically In terms of complexes, neuroses and phan- 
tasies. It appears that the universe has con»pired to 
make him do an evil thing. 

.Somebody should write a book on " How to Sin 
Sncces-sfnlly," or on " Sin as a Fine Art," for, as n matter 
of fact, the only sin which seems generally recognized 
to-day Is the sin of sinning clumsily or inartiaticaily— of 
being Inexpert and gross and niessy about it. 

Sin Is a thing to play with, an experiment in sensa- 
timis. a means of titlllatlon and thrill. It has Us risk.s; 
one may get hurt; one may he embarrassed; but— 

"The wages of sin Is death!" 

Thai is melodrama, good enough for The Salvation 
Army, perhaps, but nonsense to the modern mind. 

Kven more absurd is the notion that sfn is an offence 
iigaiii.'^l God. That is religion, and old-fashioned religion. 

Nevcrtheleas we agree with the lady on ihe sired, 
car that (his sort of easy thinking about sin, this alti- 
tude of mind which has banished, to all practical intents, 
Ihe fear of sin from our present-day life, ond has almost 
banished the short, sfhllant, stinging little word from 
our vocahulnries. Is uot making tor man's moral health 
or lasting good and happinosB. 

We need to get back Into the thought and conscience 
of men the fact that sin le a wrongdoing or lite, a

HEALTHFUL cookery is not ve- 
ceivinjf the attention which its 
importance demonds. No one 
ivill di.-jjute the fact that good food 
is of primary importance. We live 
upon what we eat. It is not suffi- 
cient, however, to merely select good 
food. To be well digested and 
thoioughlv as.similate(l the food must 
be properly cooked. The best food 
may be spoiled in the cooking of it. 
The kind of food upon which we live, 
and the manner in which it is prepar- 
ed, determines largely our pliysical 
well-being and consequently much of 
our liappiness or misery in this life. 
Fop love nor honor, wealth nor power, 
Can give the heart a cheerful hour; 
V\/hen health is lost, be timely wise. 
With health all taste of pleasure Hies. 

Moreover, the mind is affected by 
the condition of the body, antl the 
morals by the state of the mind. As 
therefore", cooking determines to a 
large degree the condition of the body, 
it must also affect to a con.'iiderable 
extent our moral and spiritual wel- 
fare. It is not too much to say, there- 
fore, that there is religion in good 
cooking. , n. 

How inanv homes are cursed with 
di.>sconifort. 'ill-health, hard thoughts 
and bitter wonls becau.se the wife does 
not know how to cook. Samuel Smiles 
savs, "Bad cooking is wa.^ite— waste of 
money and los.s of comfort. Whom 
God hath joined in matrimony, ill- 
cooked joints and ill-boiled potatoes 
have very often put asunder." 

It has been truly said that the cook 
fills an important place in the house- 
hold. She is preparing food to be 
taken into the stomach to form train, 
bone and muscle. The health of all 
the members of the family depends 
upon her skill and intelligence to a 
large measure. As the lives of those 
in a steamship are in the hands of the 
helmsman, so the health of the mem- 
bers of the family is, in a degree, in 
the hands of one who prepares the 
meals. Thousands are dying annually 
as the result of poor cooking. Pood 
poorly prepared ii* not nutritious and 
cannot be expected to mnke good 
blood. Some one may say they have 
no natural ability to cook, l>ut anyone 
having ordinary intelligence, and with

little effort, care am! proper direct- 
ions, can leam to cook well. Mothers 
should teach their daughters the 
mysteries of good cooking. 1 have 
been surprised to see how foolish 
some mothers are in that respect. 
They bring up their girls like dolls or 
playthings, and the girhs in turn, boast 
that they cannot cook, as if it was be- 
neath them to learn anything so com- 
mon as cooking. All work is noble 
and good cooking is one of the great- 
est of arts. The late Queen Victoria 
set a good example to her subjects in 
such things. When her ladies in wait- 
ing found her (while she was a Prin- 
cess) doing the duties of the maid, her 
ans^ver to their (luestionings was, 
"My mother did not leave anything 
out of my education." 

Mothers should teach their daugh- 
ters that to cook well is an essential 
part of their education and it would 
not hurt the boys to leam a little as 
well. 1 know some families where the 
boys took their tuni at cooking, mak- 
ing cakes, etc. They have grown to 
manhood and made the best husbands. 
To cook well is more essential than 
the study of music, fancywork, the 
dead languages, or the sciences. The 
knowledge of the latter, without the 
knowledge of how to care for the body 
and provide it with suitable nourish- 
ment, is of little worth. 

Meredith hit upon a great truth 
when he said, 

"We may live without music, poetry or 
art. 
We may live without conscience and 
live without heart, 
We may live without friends, we may 
live without books. 
But civilized man cannot live without 
cooks." 

No young woman should think of 
marriage until .she has first acquired 
a practical knowledge of simple cook- 
ei-y. This is essential whether she ex- 
pects' to do the cooking or supervise 
the work of, others. There never has 
been an age so noted for dyspeptics 
as the present and perhaps ne\'er a 
time when there was such a scarcity 
of good cooks. My own doctor has 
made the remark that stomach trouble 
is the moat common of all ailments.
